Long Mobilizes Troops 
For Full Martial Rule 


National Guardsmen Prepare To Converge on 
New Orleans As Stormy Senator Nears 


Complete “Dictatorship”’ in State. 


NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 6.—(4)—<¢ 
General mobilization. of national 
guard troops was in progress tonight 
through Louisiana, apparently for 
service under a martial law threat 
for New Orleans issued today by Sen- 
ator Huey P. Long who tomorrow 
enters his “dictatorship” through leg- 
islation passed at the recent extra 
session. 

The senator issued his warning in 
his legislative committee investigation 
of charges of “vice and graft” under 
the administration of Mayor T. Sem- 
mes Walmsley, whom he is seeking 
to oust from office by vote of the leg- 
islature. 

The troops began to mobilize after 
Senator Long had charged in the 
hearing that Colonel Guy Molony, ex- 
pert machine gunner and leader in 


revolutions of Honduras, and former 


New Orleans police superintendent, 
was imported to New Orleans by 
Mayor Walmsley to head a band of 
armed men against the Long regime 
in the September 11 primary election. 
Molony arrived here today and said 
the mayor called him to his office. 
Troops Mobilized. 

Reports were received here tonight 
from Monroe, Shreveport, Jennings, 
Franklin, Bogalusa and Morgan City, 
La., that the troops were under arms.

An undetermined number of troop- 
ers have been quartered in the city 
and at Jackson barracks, in St. Ber- 
nard parish, for more than a month 
and tonight's mobilization drew hun- 
dreds more. 

Three companies were mobilized 
at Monroe, an infantry company, a 
‘medical detachment and a service 
company. Company L, of the 156th 
infantry, was mobilizing at Shreve- 
port, and similar organizations were 
being mustered in at the other points.

TEAR GAS 1 USED 
AGAINST STRIKERS 
ATATLANTAMILLS 


Chief Sturdivant Fires 
Gas Bomb Into Crowd, 
Clears Exposition Mills’ 
Railroad Tracks. 


Tear gas bombs were used Thurs- 
day afternoon at the Exposition Cot- 
ton Mills, closed on account of the 
national textile strike, when a crowd 
of strikers estimated at 1,000 refused 
to heed police orders to clear a spur 


track so that a Southern railway 
switch engine could move empty box- 
cars into the mill for loading and re- 
move one loaded car. 

Chief T. O. Sturdivant led a squad 
of about 15 motorcycle police to the 
mill in response to a call for help from 
Lieutenant Reggie McClain, in com- 
mand of four police already on spe- 
cial duty there. The chief fired the 
gas bomb himself. 

The strikers had silently gathered 
on the tracks between the engine and 
its load of three empties and the mill, 
preventing it from moving into the 
mill properfy. They refused to move 
when commanded to do so by police, 
but made no menacing movement: 

After several warnings, Chief Stur- 
divant fired the gas bomb which 
quickly cleared the group of strikers

SOUTHERNER TELLS F. D. R. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 6.0. 
Charges of a “strike against the gov- 
ernment” were hurled at labor chiefs 
tonight by industrial interests as the 
spreading textile walkout brought a 
surge of gunfire, tear gas and club- 
swinging in its train. 

Francis J. Gorman, chairman of the 
strike committee of the United Tex- 
tile Workers, declared he saw possi- 
bility of the strike spreading inte 
other lines. Although saying he lack- 
ed specific information, he asserted 
other international wnions were con- 
sidering sympathy walkouts. He talk- 
ed this afternoon with Sidney Hill- 
man, of the .Amalgamted Clothing 
Workers, not now on strike.

HONEA PATH, S. C., Sept. 6— 
(P)—Blazing guns dealt death to 
seven and left upward of 30 wound- 
ed today on the south’s bloody strike 
battle front. 

Six died here at the gates of the 
Chiquola Mill, another was slain in 
Greenville, 8. C., and the death of 
a man wounded at Augusta, Ga., yes- 
terday brought the toll of fatalities 
since the strike call to 10. Two oth- 
ers were killed in Trion, Ga., yes- 


terday. 

The six killed here were strikers 
who formed a “flying squadron” in 
an effort to stop operations at the 
mill. Five were from Honea Path 
and one from Greenwood. 


Rifles, pistols and shotguns spurt- 
ed death as strikers clashed with a 
group which preferred to work and 
deputy sheriffs. Who started the 
shooting, or who fired the fatal shots, 
was a moot question here. 

Witnesses said all they knew was 
that there was a sudden burst of 
firing. A few moments later the 
field was clear. of strikers, who left 
the six still forms and more than 15 
wounded on the battle sector. 

Deputy Slays Man. 

The slayings preceded by only a 
few minutes the death of John Black, 
of Greenville, at the hands of Bub 
Putnam, deputy sheriff on guard duty 
at the strike-torn Dunean Mill there. 

Leon Carroll, of Augusta, Ga., 
wounded yesterday when be and 
fellow strikers clashed with officers, 
died there.

NEW YORK, Sept. 6.—(4)—The 
chairman of the textile strike commit- 
tee, in a statement, has asserted that 
in 1929 between 51 and 52 cents of 
every dollar added to the value of 
textiles by mill work went to the 
manufacturer and but 48 to 49 cents 
to the workers. 

Contests All Claims. 

For the cotton textile industry, we 
declare that statement incorrect. He 
also asserted that “capital undoubt- 
edly gets more of each dollar now 
and labor less than in 1929.” That 
statement, too, we declare ‘incorrect. 

The further claim was made that 
20 per cent of the total value of 
textiles in 1929 went to labor and]; 
the rest to raw materials, profits and 
capital charges. 

The year chosen for comparison 
with present conditions—1929—was 
described as “the Jast of the good 
years and affected only slightly by the 
depression.” 

Apparently, the figures used were 
taken from the United States depart- 
ment of commerce census of manu- 
facturers of 1929, summary by in- 
dustries put out by the bureau of 
the census, which is a proper author- 
ity as far as it goes. 

This publication gives 1,281 as the 
number of establishments manufactur- 
ing cotton goods; with 426,916 wage 
earners engaged. The total value of 
goods produced was $1,524,177.087. 

Of this, $808,028,977 went for the 
cost of materials, containers for prod- 
ucts, fuel and purchased current. 
Therefore, $625,148,110 was the value 
added by manufacturing. Of this, 
$324,289,094 was paid out as wages.

Proposal that the “Fulton County 
Medical Society pool its resources in 
order that all pre-school children in 
Atlanta might be immunized against 
smallpox, diphtheria and typhoid fe- 
ver was made Thursday night at a 
meeting of the organization and was 
referred to a committee for a report 
at the next session.

As Simply Communism 


BLUFF POINT, N. Y., Sept. 6— 
(P)—Severely condemning what he 
termed “radical” trends in govern-

- THE MUNITIONS TRAIL. 


Testimony before the senate com- 
mittee now investigating the activi- 
ties of American munitions makers 
has produced the startling evidence 
that manufacturers of war supplies 
have openly resorted to bribery of 
government officials of other na- 
tions and have, in at least some in- 


representatives of the United States 
government, 

In openly admitting the payment 
of “commissions” to government of- 
ficials in Latin-American countries, 
representatives of an American mu- 
nitions manufacturing concern naive- 
ly told the investigating committee 
that that is the way business has 
to be done in South America.” 

Following this frank admission of 
unethical methods resorted to in 
selling instruments of war to na- 
tions at peace comes both written 
and oral evidence that American 
münitions concerns have received 
the aid of diplomatic representa- 
tives of the United States and by 
naval missions from this country 
to nations with whom were on 
friendly relations. 

A letter, now in e records of 
the investigation, written in 1922 
by Frederick Morgan, then ambas- 
sador to Brazil, to a representative 
of the Electric Boat Company, of 
New York, submarine manufac- 
turers, contains the information 
that this American diplomat lent his 
aid, over a three-month period, to 
the sales efforts of the company. 
Not only was the company aided 
in Brazil by Ambassador Morgan, 
but in that country and Peru by 
American naval missions sent to 
Latin America to increase friendly 
relations with this country.

WAR ON BOOTLEGGERS. 
The recent drive instituted by 
federal agents in Atlanta against 
bootleggers who are selling liquor 
without revenue stamps reflects an 
intensified activity during the pst 
few weeks against dealers in illicit 
liquor in all parts of the country. 
The revived campaign against 
bootlegging has grown out of the 
mobilizing of treasury department 
forces against smugglers. Following 
this, federal agents have gone after 
bootleggers, both in wet and dry 
states, who are selling whisky with- 
out taking out licenses, and, in 
turn, local police. forces have be- 
come more active. 
The entire anti-smuggling force 
of the revenue department, includ-

In Italy the picture of Mussolini 
stares at you from every hoarding.

The Viennese have too much 
taste to indulge in such pureile his- 
trionics, but in bookshop windows, 
on picture stcards, in illustrated 
newspapers. You see the old kaiser 
in all possible attitudes and circum- 
stances. Arriving to take the salute 
from the guard; in hunting costume; 
at work in his sergeant major's uni- 
form at his desk; driving an open 
carriage through the Prater; sur- 
rounded by staff officers during the 
war and surrounded by stately ladies 
with large hats and the equally im- 
probable gowns of a quarter-century 
ago: reely a week passes but some 
ellow dishes up a reminiscent article 
full of happy anecdotes about the old 
kaiser. The subject is inexhaustible 
apparently. 

Francis Joseph is a hundred times 
more popular now, 18 years after his 
death, than ever he was alive. There 
is a psychological reason for this 
strange phenomenon. The name and 
the life of Francis Joseph is asso- 
ciated in the people’s mind with tran- 
quillity and good times. Today they 
are in the midst of putsches, and half- 
baked revolutions, political murder, 
treason, intrigue and social misery 
so ghastly that even Hollywood could 
think of no better portrayal of Vien- 
nese life as it is today than by the 
film “The Street Without Joy.” Espe- 
cially the upper classes wistfully re- 
member the days of the kaiser. In his 
time Vienna was great. was peaceful, 
the arts flourished; life was serene 
and festive. There was the court. 
There were the parades, the balls, the 
banquets. Then Vienna ruled over 27 
different nations. 

Today Vienna is a mournful city 
sitting upon the grave of a great em- 
pire. Unconsciously the people long 
for the return of the kaiser days. 
From this it is but a step to desiring 
the re-establishment of the monarchy. 
You also see a few pictures here and 
there of Otto of Hapsburg.

CLINICAL TEST FOR VITAMIN A 
DEFICIENCY, 
‘Many laymen and some physicians 
have no practical conception of 
vitamins, Neither have I, but I'm 
getting onto things about them from 
time to time, and here is one thing 
that I think interesting because it is 
practical. The theoretical or research 
literature on vitamins is now of pro- 
digious extent and, speaking as a low- 
brow browsing, I think most of it is 
the veriest hooey. Wading through 
the current vitamin literature one 
gets the impression that too darn 
many scientists and not enough artists 
are engaged in laboratory study. It 
might be possible to get some practi- 
cal knowledge out of a lot of this 
animal experimentation if a real phy- 
sician, a practitioner who has had 
some years of experience in general 
practice, were assigned to collaborate 
in every such experiment. 
Night blindness, that is, extraordi- 
nary difficulty in seeing after twilight 
or dusk or when the day is very dark, 
is now recognized as one of the char- 
acteristic effects of deprivation or 
large deficiency of Vitamin A. Other 
effects of avitaminous A diets are 
xerophthalmia (dryness, ulceration 
and inflammation of the eyes). The 
tear glands as well as the salivary 
glands go dry too. Immunity to upper 
respiratory itfections is impaired or 
lost. Calculi (stones, gravel) form 
in the kidneys Sinusitis and middle 
ear infection are common. 
These foods are the richest natural 
sources of Vitamin A: Fresh raw 
milk, butter, eggs, liver, kidneys, yel- 
low and green foods in general, such 
as carrots, bananas, sweet potato, 
squash, pumpkin, orange or orange 
juice, yellow corn meal, lettuce, 
spinach, watercress, turnip tops, beet 
greens, onion tops, parsley, celery 
leaves, radish tops. 
It seems that while outspoken 
avitaminosis is comparatively rare in 
this country, moderate avitaminous 
states are exceedingly common but sel- 
dom recognized, simply because we

The board chairman declined to 
comment on his plans. He will meet 
tomorrow with his two colleagues, 
Raymond Ingersoll. borough president 
of Brooklyn, and Marion Smith, At- 
lanta lawyer, first to investigate the 
causes of the dispute and then at- 
tempt to settle it. 

Gorman’s Statement. 

“The president has named a board, 
which has power to investigate, med- 
jate and arbitrate, but it can arbitrate 
only when the parties seek arbitra- 
tion,” Gorman said. “Up to this mo- 
ment we have seen no sign of aban- 
donment by management of its im- 
perious and arbitrary character.” 

If an arbitration proposal is made, 
he asserted we shall agree to it only 
after we have closed all mills in all 
divisions of the industry.”

BOSTON, Sept. G. -( — Mill own- 
ers fought back tonight ‘as the gen- 
eral textile strike forced the closing 
of more and more factories in New 
England, awelling the number of idle 
in six states to an estimated total of 


The Acme Finishing Company, of 
Pawtucket, R. I., one of the largest 
plants of its kind in the world, ob- 
tained an injunction late today re- 
straining labor leaders from picket- 
ing its plant or molesting any of its 
2,500 employes. a 

It was the first resort to injunctio 
by any plant in this area since the 
declaration of the strike. 3 

At Dighton, Mass., selectmen, Da 
eee the management of the 
Mount Hope Finishing Com 
which employs 1,000 workers, threw 
the little community into what 
amounted to a state of siege. 

Streets were barricaded, armed citi- 
zens patrolled them and only those 
having business within the area adja- 
cent to the plant, and could prove it, 
were permitted to enter. 

The United Textile Workers of 
America, for their part, were no less 
militant in a day replete with swift 


action, 

An early moreing. sortie by a flying 
squadron of Fall River strikers car- 
ried between 300 and 600 militant 
workers over the Rhode Island line. 
They quickly formed picket lines about 
the King Philip Mill, but a few min- 
utes later local police were embroiled 
with them and it took a detachment 
of state police, equipped with steel 
helmets and formidable looking night 
sticks, to clarify the situation. 

During the battle between the stfik- 
ers and the local police, Mariano 
Bishop, energetic Fall River strike 
leader, Was captured but later rescued 
by his comrades. 

The result of the sortie at first 
was disputed. The mill management 
said 30 per cent of their employes 
went to work, but the strikers claimed 
they had caused a virtual shutdown 
of the plant. Eventually the plant 
closed 


The day, however, saw the closing 
of the largest textile plant in Rhode 
Island, the J. and P. Coats Company, 
with its 3,000 employes, and the 
Royal Weaving Company, the largest 
silk and 9 plant in the Paw- 
tucket area, with another 1,100, and 
it was generally conceded tonight that 
at least half of Rhode Island’s tex- 
tile workers had either walked out or

V—Teaching by Puritans and Dames 
The Puritans who came from Eng- 
land to settle in the New World were 
stern folk. There was meant to be no 
pleasure for children who went to 
the schools which they set up. The 
purpose was chiefly to make the child 
“mend his ways’ and to be strict 
about his religion. Music was barred, 
even from churches, because it was 
said to “bewitch the mind with siren 
sound.” 


Among the few textbooks which the 
pupils used was one called “The Day 
of Doom.” It was fille® with verses 
of r quality, 
2 * last judgment, with a short 
discourse about eternity.” Speaking of 
children who were not among the 
elect.” the book declared: 
“You sinners are, such @& 
share 
“As sinners may expect 
“Such vou shall have; for I do save 
“None but my own elect.” 
It was the custom in those times 
to make the first letter in each com- 
mon noun, as well as each proper 
noun, a capital. 
Queer shings were taught to chil- 
dren about science. They were told 
that the earth was the center of the 


of evil omen. A foolish statement was 
made about birds. namely that they 
spent the winter “in mud at the bot- 
hom of the ponds.” : 

“The New England Primer,” a small 
volume containing pictures as well as 
verses, was another book which was 
studied, It taught the alphabet by 
such verses as these: 


“In Adam's fall, we sinned all.” 
Be to mend, this book at- 
tend.” 


“The cat doth play, and after slay.”

In addition to the Puritan schools 
with their stern masters, there came 
to be Dame schools in New Eng- 
land. These were kept in private homes 
and were in charge of women. Small 
boys and girls went to them to learn 
reading and writing. There were no 
desks, but one or more pupils might 
find a place at a table, while the 
rest sat on chairs or stools or on the 
floor while the school mistress talked 
to them. 

The dame schools may not have 
helped the child make progress 
in learning, but we may picture them 
as happier places than the Puritan 
schools. Ranged around a large open 
fireplace on chill days. the pupils an- 
swered questions which the school 
dame asked them, or listened to 
stories which she told or read from

There 
are a few generalities, however, that 
can be safely stated without violating 
the limits of zoological ations. 

Take those snakes that frequent 
the watersides, for instance. The 
natricid snakes and the cottonmouth 
moccasin are extremely fond of fishes 
and frogs. I have 2 a water snake 
engage a catfish in deadly battle, in 
which both animals were losers, The 
catfish, just inside the throat, snd- 
denly expanded its fins and slit the 
throat of the snake, lodging himself 
so that even after the snake died he 
could not get free. I have seen a small 
garter snake attempt to eat a frog 
several tizes too large, and after some 
considerable effort, give up in W 
and allow the frog to escape. 
the tables were reversed another time 
when a large bullfrog attempted to 
swallow a snake. But that is another 
story. 

Then there are the snakes that are 
found most commonly in high and 
dry situations, These snakes are de- 
lighted with a. straight diet of field 
mice and rats. They find them by 
following their burrows or going down 
into their runways. Needless to say, 
5 snake that preys on warm-blooded 

nimals doesn’t show much prefer- 
ence between mammals and birds, but 
still there are species that seem to 
lean definitely one way or the other 
in their choice of diet. 

Then there aré some snakes that 
are arboreal and make nestling birds 
their main article of food during that 
time of the year. Some snakes, such 
as the chicken snakes and the pilot 
black snakes, make their meals on 
nestling to half-grown quail. I recall 
opening a series of pilot black snakes 
once that averaged five young quail 
each in their stomachs, There were 
one dozen 3 making 60 quail. 
or more than the bag limit for ona 
week for one hunter. 

The large snakes, of which there 
is a blessed absence in Georgia, are 
actually capable of swallowing a fair- 
sized hog and as a matter of fact 
often do. Arthur Loveridge writes of 
an 18-foot python that had swallowed

8 Successful Stratagem. 


Often, when a tricky or psy- 
chic” play succeeds it is largely due 
to the fact that an experienced play- 
er is trained to play certain cards 
at certain times without perceptible 
doubt or hesitation. Particularly 
when a bridge player holds a queen 
and a jack is led through him to- 
ward the ace or king of that suit 
he will play a low card without 
thinking, especially if the play is 
made at the start of the hand when 
he has had no time to analyze the 
cards his partner and declarer hold. 
He will want declarer to play the 
king instead of finessing for the queen, 
and he will not give away by any un- 
certainty the fact that he might have 
considered covering the card led. 

Because of this long-practiced 
ability to avoid. hesitating, on the 
part of those who play constantly 
against strong opposition, a simple 
stratagem like the following will suc- 
ceed as often as not:

West 
opens the spade king, and upon re- 
ceiving the encouraging ten from 
East, continues the suit, While there 
is scant hope that so much luck could 
befall any one player, South can 
nevertheless see that if all his dreams 
come true—that is, if West holds the 
diamond king, the heart queen, and 
the club ace—the apparently impos- 
sible contract may be made. But it 
will be necessary to lead from the 
South hand three times, and there is 
no possibility of an entry among 
South’s hopeless assortment of rags 
except the diamond eight, which prob- 
ably cannot be established without 
the loss of a diamond trick and thus 
of the contract. 

The salvation lies in the hope that 
East holds the club queen and from 
force of habit, will not put it up if 
a low club is led from dummy. In 
this case, South’s jack will draw the 
ace, not only limiting the loss in 
that suit to the desired minimum of 
one trick, but also establishing a ruff- 
ing entry for South on the third 
round. So on the second spade lead 
dummy ruffs with the diamond nine, 
carefully saving the seven, and im- 
mediately the three of clubs is led.

Hitler Reviews 


25,000 Nazi Youths 


NURNBERG, Germany, Sept. 6.— 
(P)—Adolf Hitler stood bare-headed 
in the hot sun for two hours here 


today while 52,000 tanned young na- 
zis from the German labor camps 
marched past, their shiny spades at 
present arms. 

Der Fuebrer, in full view of all the 
tens of thousands of invited guests, 
stood alone 1. his limousine, stretch- 
ing his hand out in the nazi salute 
as regiment after regiment of the sol- 
diers of labor“ passed. 

Government officials, nazi leaders 
and spectators lined the historic mar- 
ket place—now “Adolf Hitler platz 
—for the review. cheering enthusi- 
astically as the labor campers passed. 

Hitler himself arrived early, heavi- 
ly guarded, walked to the honor stand 
and shook hands with all old reichs- 
wehr (regular army) officers assem- 
bled there. 

Hitler then superintended person- 
ally final arrangements for the review. 

As each detachment of 1,000 men 
came in sight, the entire audience 
rose to salute the 12 nazi flags it 
carried. 


ROOSEVELT GIVES JOB 


TO FORMER HOOVER AID 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 6.—(#)— 
President Roosevelt today appointed 
George Akerson, secretary to Herbert 
Hoover during much of his term in 
the White House, as a republican 
member of the bi-partisan board of 
veterans appeals. 

This was the second instance of a 
member of the Hoover secretariat 
gaining appointments in this admin- 
istration. Walter Newton, of Min- 
nesota, served for a year aS a mem- 
ber of the federal home loan bank 
board, his commission was not renewed 
when it expired this spring. 

Akerson, former newspaperman 
in Minnesota, will serve under Chair- 
man John G. Pollard on the board 
that reviews appeals of compensation 
rulings made by the veterans’ admin- 
istration.
